GREAT AIR BATTLES LOOM 
By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Wide World War Analyst 
The sinking of three 
British 
destroyers in the 
Mediterranean is a grim reminder that air power is 
going to play a major part 
far greater than ever 
before during this crucial year of the World war. 
■ Looking back on the terrible blood-baths which 
have been poured from the skies upon many peoples 
since the beginning of the conflict, it is difficult to 
believe that anything worse can be In store. Yet the 
Indications are tliat we have seen little as compared 
with what Is to come. 
The new bombers now racing to the various fronts 
from both Allied and Axis factories are the latest that 
science can produce. They can fly farther and faster, 
carry greater loads of bombs 
and 
shoot 
more ac­ 
curately. 
Britain'* Royal Air Force and Uncle Barn’s air 
navy already have shown enough 
to 
convince the 
world thut they have the best there Is. 
Tile Nazi 
air fleet, however, has been playing possum through 
much of the winter Without question this long period 
has been utilized by the fuehrer in overhauling his 
luftwaffe and strengthening it 
immeasurably 
with 
new and better machines from his factories. 
We have had glimpses of a mountainous Nazi air 
.strength We saw it in the deaths of those destroyers, 
and were reminded of it again yesterday when the 
Nazis triumphantly advertised 
in 
connection with 
their offensive on the Kerch peninsula in the Crimea: 
"Hell has been let loose over the Bolshevist posi­ 
tions In the Kerch peninsula " 
Hell was indeed let loose, 
aud 
today the Nazis 
claim victory with annihilation of the Red Jorce On 
the other hand, Moscow 
reports 
no 
substantial 
change in the situation. We must await more news 
for clarification of the position . 
The Oerman air armada for the most part still 
lies idle, but that won t be for long Hitler seems to be 
getting ready to strike a mighty blow somewhere. 
In view of circumstances, Premier Churchill has 
Justification for nis statment that "airborne invasion 
becomes more and more a possibility.” 
Such a Nazi invasion of the British Isles might be 
attempted if the Muscovite's are able 
to 
hold 
the 
Nazis. Still, it likely would represent an act of des­ 
peration and would be employed by Hitler only as a 
last resort. 
What seems more likely is that tile Nazi leader 
will stage a huge air offensive In the Mediterranean 
theater in conjunction with his effort to smash the 
Russian line and break into the Caucasus I f he can’t 
drive through the Reds he 
may 
try to reach the 
Middle East In a combined air and sea operation, by­ 
passing Turkey and striking through Syria. 
Whatever form Hitler's strategy may take, it will 
involve a struggle for 
supremacy 
of 
the Mediter­ 
ranean, upon which much of Britain's might now de­ 
pend.'', That will mean an effort on his part to knock 
out British naval strength from the air. 
When all of Hitler’s warplanes finally take to the 
skies we shall see some 
mighty 
and

A statem ent relating to a new 
War Production Board order fur­ 
ther restricting the use in the tele­ 
phone industry of materials essen­ 
tial to the war effort has just been 
received from Randolph Eide, 
of 
Cleveland, president of the Ohio 
Bell Telephone company, by Carl F 
Willman, the company's commercial 
manager for the Salem exchange. 
Manager Willman pointed _ out 
that this was the second order is­ 
sued by the War Production Board, 
which 
restricted 
installation 
of 
telephone facilities. 
The new War Production Board 
order further restricts the use 
by 
telephone companies of materials es­ 
sential to the war effort. It forbids 
construction for the installation of 
new 
business or -residence 
tele­ 
phones if more than a minimum cf 
construction work is involved, ex­ 
cept for service required in the war 
effort or for 
public 
health 
and 
safety. It orders much wider use of 
party-line service. 
A previous order restricted new in­
